Hie Lodge reservations. The petition 
i ears the signatures of A Lawrence 
Jewell, president of Harvard, Cardi- 
nal Gibbons, George W. Wickershaoi, 
Jacob H Scblff and other* influential 
in the League to Enforce Peace.

He must know that there ia 
not the slightest chance of persuading 
the people to renounce the reservations 
that have been adopted, and that once 
the treaty Is ratified with them In it 
It will stand. He tried last fall to the

Tbe diagram shown is of a home- 


made poultry fountain. Tbe cistern Is 
a coaunoa barrel that i» watertight, 
connected to a drinking tank by a 
piece of pipe with one elbow as shown, 
says a writer in The Farmer. A big 
washer or something else of that shape 
Is fattened on the end. of tbe pipe at 
"C" In order to make a sort of rim e* 
the inside of the pipe. "A" is a piece 
•f board wed for a float and connected 
to plunger, "B," by means of a win. 
This aiakes a self-locking valve so that 
the water win flow In until the tank 
gets full when the float pulls the 
pltmjer tip against the rim on the in- 
side of the pipe and shuts off the water 
which How* In again as the water Is 
roasumed.
